three days.
The counter offensive will center on

Mrs. Florence Lawlor Leeds, her three-
year-old baby. Jay Ward Leeds..and1
their alleged relations to the million¬
aire banker. The first witnesses to
be called will be former servants em¬

ployed by Mrs. Leeds and notaries'
public who will vouch for the attesta¬
tions of sundry figures submitted by
the defense.

To Air Lives of Both Charged
Tho entire course of the relationship

«barged between the banker and Mrs.
Leeds will be traced by a chain of
evidence which counsel describes as

"conclusive and searching."
Witnesses will tell the early associa¬

tion of the couple and special emphasis
»ill be placed on the period before and
after the brith of Jay. Nothing will be
brought to light the first day relating
to the other corespondents named by
Mrs. Stillman in her amended answer, jWitnesses have been instructed to be
on hand, however, who will testify later
to incidents relating the auburn-haired
society woman known as "Helen," and
the Scandinavian masseuse described
ts "Clara."
Contrary to report, Jay Ward Leeds

rill not be brought before the referee
at any of the hearings. He is known
tobe living in New York State with a]
narse. His mother is not with him.
Guy Stiilman, of the golden hair and
blue eyes, will, however, undoubtedly
make his own unspoken plea for his
birthright. He will appear with his
mother at the hearings early in Sep¬
tember. At present Guy and Alexander
are in Canada with a nurse, while Mrs.
Stillman and "Buddy," her oldest son,
are at Lake Forest, 111.
Despite the rulings handed down

yesterday by the referee, which are
generaiiy conceded to be a blow to the
defence, counsel for Mrs. Stillman are
entering upon their counter offensive
with the assumption of victory both in
the legitimacy and divorce issues. They
are not dismayed over the admission
to the records of the "Dearest Honey"

"The fact that the referee ruled that

Stillman the slight chance he might
have had of appealing from the deci¬
sion which we are confident will be
rendered in our favor.
"We do not fear the so-called 'Dear¬

est Honey' letter nor the second com¬
munication. We shall win, whether
they are in evidence or not."

Makes Light of Decisions
This authority characterized as

John P. Loo, Commissioner of Street
Cleaning, l«3t night sent a letter toMayor Hylan In answer to chargeamade by President La Guardia of the
Board of Aldermen, that the city was
losing $750,000 a year by the refusal
of Rodger« & Haggerty to vacate
Hiker's Island. The firm's contract for
unloading scows filled with garbage onthe island expired on June 30.Mr. La Guardia charged that under a
now contract another firm agreed todispose oí the garbage at a much low¬
er cost than under tho Rodgers &Haggerty arrangement. In reply, Mr.Le oasserted that on June 30, tho daybefore the new contractor was to beginwork, the situation on Hiker's Islandwas serious, as tho old contractor waspreparing to leave and the new onecould not be found. No arrangementshad been made for handling the gar¬bage. Mr. Leo said, and it was im¬perativo for tho public health that atemporary arrangement be made withthe old contractor to continue thework.

Referring to the new contractor, Mr.Leo said:
"As showing that there was origi¬nally no intention on the part of thiscontractor to proceed with the physicalwork of unloading scows, I find that hehad taken no soundings of the waterssurrounding Rikor's Island, and onlyFriday last a dredge and piledriveiwhich he had sent there was removedby him because it was pitifully in¬capable of doing the required work."All of these facts could easilv havebeen obtained by Mr. La Guardia. 11required only a telephone call to getthem. Mrs.KaberWill
Testify To-day
In Own Behalf

Counsel Inspired to Put
Her on Stand" by Failure
of Witnesses to UpholdHer Claim of Insanity

Father Calls Her Queer
Evidence All In by To-

night; Case Is Expected
to Reach Jury To-morrow

CLEVELAND, July 12..Eva Cathe¬
rine Kaber will take the witness stand
in her own behalf to-morrow morning
to combat the state's contention that
she planned the murder of her husband,
Daniel Ft Kaber, nccording to an¬

nouncement this evening by Francis W.
Poulson, her personal attorney.

Mrs. Kaber'B testimony, it was said,
will be followed by that of alienists,
who will testify as to her mental con¬

dition. A plea of insanity is Mrs.
Kaber's principal defense.
County Prosecutor Edward W. Stan-

ton said that whether the state will in¬
troduce testimony to rebut that offered
by alienists depends entirely upon the
prominence of the alienists and the
testimony they give. Should there
be no rebuttal, Mr. Stanton said he
expected all evidence to ho in by to¬
morrow evening and the case given to
/the jury some time Tuesday.

Decision to call Mrs. Kaber as a wit¬
ness was not made, it is understood,
until a number of defense witnesses
had failed to respond favorably to
questions intended to show that Mrs.
Kaber was insane. Three witnesses,
however, did say they believed her to
be insane. They were her father,
John W. Brickel; her sister, Mrs. 11. A.
McGinnis, and her uncle, Matthew
Brickel.
The father, seventy-three years bid,

said his accused daughter had at many
times during her childhood acted in a

peculiar manner, reciting a few(specifie
instances.
Sympathy for the aged father was

expressed freely by spectators, who
knew that not only his daughter was
accused of murder, but that his aged
wife, Mrs. Mary Brickel, and his grand¬
daughter, Miss Marian McArdle, also
are accused of the murder of Mr.
Kaber. He said his home is where his
hat is off.
Through records of the Cleveland

Humane Society it was shown that
Mrs. Kaber at the age of sixteen and
a half years had been arrested on a

charge of stealing S85 and as a result
was sent to a correctional institution.
The state offered no objection to this
testimony. Neither did it offer objec¬
tion to having a hospital history of
Mr. Kaber introduced, after having as¬

certained its contents. Prosecutor
Stanton asserted that both the humane
society record and the hospital his¬
tory as to Mr. Kaber's physical con¬

dition only strengthened the state's
case.

Most of the defense witnesses to¬
day were excused without being cross-
examined by the state. Only a few
objections of minor importance were
ssked the father by state attorneys.
The aged parent glanced only once to¬
ward the accused daughter as he occu¬

pied the witness stand. That was when
he was asked if he were the father of
the defendant. He replied that he was.
At the opening of the defense testi¬

mony opposing counsel clashed fre¬
quently over the admissibility of evi¬
dence. Questions asked by Attorney
William J. Corrigan invariably were

objected to by Assistant Prosecutor
Cassidy, and in most instances sus¬
tained by the court. Corrigan then
would reform his question, with the
same result. The same question, differ¬
ently phrased, would be asked as many

at six and eight times by Mr. Corrigan,who finally gave up in despair.Court was adjourned at 3 o'clockuntil 0 o'clock to-morrow morningafter defense counsel announced thatit had no more witnesses on hand forthe day,

Sultana Indignant
When Prince Denies
He Ever Knew Her

Forgetfulness of Ali Khan
Amazing, She Declares, as
Her Grandfather and His
OwnWere Blood Brothers

The Sultana Fatima of Afghanistan,
who is at the Waldorf with three sons,
the elder of whom, Prince Hashim, was
educated at Oxford University, be¬
trayed indignation last night when in¬
formed that Prince Mohammed Ali
Khan, Ambassador Extraordinary andMinister Plenipotentiary from theKingdom of Afghanistan, who reachedhere Monday on the French liner LaSavoie with a retinue of courtiers, haddenied knowledge of her existence.Prince Mohammed AH Khan, whenasked earlier in the day whether he hadreceived a call from the Sultana orfrom Prince Hashim, replied that henot only did not enjoy the acquaint¬
ance of the Sultana or the Prince, buthad never heard of either. He tem¬pered his statement by adding that it
was not intended to cast aspersions onthe Sultana or the Prince, as there
were many personages of royai blood
among the twelve millions of Afghan¬istan's population.
When informed of Prince MohammedKhan'a statement regarding her andthe young princes, Sultana Fatima saidit was extraordinary that the ambas¬sador should be in ignorance of heridentity, since her grandfather andthe grandfather of Prince MohammedAli Khan were brothers.
"Why, my dear fellow," interposedPrince Hashim, the Sultana's elder

son, "Prince Mohammed Ali Khan is
my cousin. I can't understand how hecould have been so forgetful. I shallcertainly call him by telephone inWashington to-morrow. His state-ment places us in an embarrassingposition. My mother, the Sultana, is
a direct descendant of the old Ameer,Mohammed Zaman Khan, who ruledAfghanistan eighty years ago. PrinceMohammed Ali Khan is an indirect de-scendant of the same ruler. It is all
perfectly plain."
The Sultana explained that she hadbeen compelled to leave Afghanistansixteen years ago to protect the fa¬

mous Dayarai diamond, which is next
in point of size to the Kohinoor of
the British crown collection. This
famous jewel, she said, was handed
over to her by her father on his death.
There being a change in the line of
descent of the Ameers at that time
she feared confiscation of the diamond
and fled to the Punjab, where she had
lived ever since under British pro¬
tection. Prince Hashim produced let-

I ters signed by F. H. Burton, deputy
sub-commissioner of the Punjab,J vouching for the identity of the
Sultana and her sons.

BOSTON, July 12..An interview

that Charles W. Wright, the present

Attorney General J. Weston Allen is

seeking Mr. Tufts's removal from of¬
fice before the court. Included in the
charges against the District Attorneyis the allegation that he was concerned
in a conspiracy by which the motion
picture men paid $100,000 to avoid
prosecution and publicity that theyfeared would follow the road house
dinner.

Conversation With Tufts
Mr. Wright said he told Mr. TuCts

i at this interview that he understood
there was a secret indictment against
his clients, who included Hiramj Abrama and Adolph Zukor, of New
York. Mr. Tufts spoke in uncompli-
mentary terms of these clients, Mr.
Wright said, and asserted that "men of
their type could not come from New
York and corrupt the morals of this
community."

Mr. Wright told of a conference at
New London, Conn., at which the
«mount of money to be paid by Zukor,
was discussed. Various sums of
money were mentioned, Mr. Wright
f-aid, adding that he thought $250,000
was one of the sums, and that he did
not think "any sum less than $100,000
was mentioned."
y^sked by Mr. Hurlbut whether he

protested against the payment .jof so
lareg an amount of money by his
clients, Mr. Wright said ho had dis¬
sented in the case of Zukor and
Abrams, adding that he "didn't thing
the case would receive much pub¬
licity."

Both told of drinking in the early

Levenson, who
was counsel for a number of motion
picture men, said he left about 2 a. m.,
along with Zukor and Jesse Lasky.
Some of the others in the party stayed
much later, the Sears girl testifying
that Abrams, Harry L. Asher and Ed¬
ward Golden remained all night.

In her testimony about the dinner at
the manor the Sears girl said that about
lifteen men arrived around midnight
and some of them remained until
morning. She denied that there were
any improprieties, but said there were
drinking and dancing. She saw
Abrams wake up about 8 or 9 o'clock
the next morning and sign a voucher
for the bill, she testified.

In Favor of Roosevelt

Vetoes Own Name an New Fer¬
ryboat; Suggests It Be Called

He had a chance to see his name in¬

scribed on a new ferryboat, but in view
of the tug he renounced the opportunityin favor of the late Theodore Roose¬
velt.

Grover A Whalen, Commissioner of
Plant and Structures, tendered the new
honor to the Mayor on June 21. Yes¬
terday the Mayor replied:
"Your letter of June 21 suggesting

that the new ferryboat be named the
Mayor Hylan is received. Some time
ago a tugboat worth $250,000 was se¬
cured by this administration from the
Federal government for $1. This tug¬
boat was named the John F. Hylan.
"You give many reasons in your let¬

ter why the new ferryboat should bear
my name, and I appreciate the sugges¬
tion. However, there occurs to me the
name of a great man, native of our
city, who served his city, his state and
his country with the highest distinc¬
tion and whom the people of New York
always consider it a great privilege to
look upon as one of their own. Permit
me to suggest that the new ferryboat,
which will be the greatest and largest
about the harbor of New York, be
named after a great New Yorker and
great President. I suggest it be named
the President Roosevelt."

Brooklyn Crowd
Sees Thief Chase
After Bold Hold-Up
One of Two Men Accused of

Robbing Cheniical Plant

Hundreds of persons in the vicinity
of Broadway and Flushing Avenue,
Brooklyn, were excited yesterday
afternoon by the sound of shots and
spectacle of a man with a revolver in
his hand being chased by a police¬
man. The man was caught and, after
a brief struggle, arrested.

It was said that the prisoner, who
gave his name as Philip Aromandi, of
400 East 139th Street, had, in com¬
pany with another man, held up three
men in the Essential Chemical Como
pany's plant at 69 Cooke Street, and
robbed them of nearly $700 in cash,
and their watches and stick pins.
Harry Kurzweil, proprietor of the
place, is said to have identified
Aromandi as one of the hold-up men.
Kurzweil said he and his two sales¬

men, Otto Hollander and Samuel Gold¬
stein, were in the office when Aromandi
and another man entered with re¬
volvers and ordered them to throw up
their hands and keep quiet, and robbed
them.
They had no sooner gone than the

three victims ran to the street, shout¬
ing, "Stop thief!"
The two bandits drew their weapons

again and fired several shots in the air
to keep off pursuit. Then they started
running up Broadway.
As the two men ran they separated.

One escaped. The other, Aromandi.
was taken to District Attorney Lewis,
and is said to have admitted his part
in the hold-up. On his person was

In Bronx Not Heeded

Mothers Indignant at Bruck¬
ner; Ice Cream Rate

Cut to Ten Cents
The children's crusade for cheaper

ice crtam in the Bronx resulted yester¬
day in a ten-cent rate announced by
twenty-four members of the Upper
Bronx Confectioners' Board of Trade.
The cry for five-cent soda, however,

fell upon deaf ear». The children and
their spokesman, Mrs. Anna Grant, Rot
no support from Borough President
Henry P. Buckner, manufacturer of
soda water, so were obliged to spend
yesterday in new devices for carrying
on the war. Hints of political reprisal
from indignant mothers v/ere made.

"I feel that Mr. Bruckner did not
reason wisely when he flatly told me
and Miss Bode, my co-worker in this
movement, that he would not reduce
the price of his soda water," said Mrs.
Grant.

"I understand he is the second
largest manufacturer in the city, and
when he said he could offer no sug¬
gestion to alleviate conditions in the
soda water market I think he ?as dere¬
lict in his duty. The least he could
have done was to appeal to the dealers
to reduce profits en his product."
The retail dealers in ice cream and

soda had an emergency meeting yester-

day, presided over by S. S. Kenworthy,
president of the Belleville Board of
Trade, at which a permanent organiza«
tion was formed to combat the high
prices charged by the wholesale dealers.
"We are -lined up 100 per cent

strong," he said. "We are determined
that we will not be blamed any longer
by the public for manufacturers'
profiteering."
